Washington, Sept. 26.—The senate 
and house conferees having reached 
an agreement, the main features of the 
income tax finally have been settled. 
The minimum amount will be $ 3,000 
as the senate fixed it, instead of $ 4,- 
000 provided in the house hill. An ad­ 
ditional exemption of $ 1,000 is allowed 
for a dependent husband or wife when 
the two are living together.

Ev en the more cau tiou s of 
the p hy sicians do not deny that the 
wonderfu l resu lts hav e been achiev ed, 
bu t they demand a long er p eriod for 
ex p eriments and tests.
